When he entered the ban­ 
quet hall he saw 
negro 
men and 1 
•white women seated side by side and, 
heard t.iein engaged in a discussion, 
agitating the abolition of the race 
problem by the process of interm ar­ 
riage. 
“ I had no idea when I attended the 
meeting that it was proposed to ad­ 
vocate intermarriage,” declared Pe­ 
ters today. 
“ It was my understand-- 
ing the meeting was to bring togeth-l 
er the different races in order 
to I 
protest against the caste spirit in a 
general way; as an American and a 
Christian, I can entertain 
neither i 
race nor religious prejudices. 
There I 
is no such thing as social equality, 
not even among the negroes them- J 
selves, but I do 
believe 
American j 
people must do justice to the negro 
on his merits. 
Personally, it would I 
be needless for me to say I don't be-1 
lieve in intermarriage of races,” con-j 
tinued Peters.
